It improves with age, if made 
from grapes that have not recently 
been irrigated. There is another 
variety of Ispahan wine made from 
the sultana raisin ; it is termed Kish- 
mich. It isa powerful wine, of an 
unpleasant taste, but is much liked 

by the Armenians, who prefer it to 
any other kind. All these wines can 

be purchased for from 3d. to 6d. per | 
bottle. | 

There are, however, two wines 
made in Persia that would not dis- 
grace any European cellar—the wines 
of Hamadan and Shiraz. Hamadan 
wine is a delicious pale white wine, | 
with a powerful natural bouquet re- | 
sembling Moselle. It is, when new, | 
rather too sweet. It is a very heady | 
wine, and it will only keep in bulk. | 
The Hamadanis have large earthern 
jars, which are sunk a yard deep in 
the ground. As the climate is very 
cold, they make a regular hotbed of 
horse manure round the upper part 
of the wine jars, just as we prepare 
for the growing cucumbers. Nach 
~ holds from 600 to 800 bottles. 

ut the hotbed system does not 
always succeed; so cold is the Hama- 
dan winter that the wine, frozen into 
a solid mass, has at times to be 
chopped out in blocks. The wine of 
Hamedan is sold in glass bottles at 
6d. a bottle.

TOWN ORDINANCE No. 28. 
An Ordinance Pertaining to Sew- 
erage in the Town of Keno. 


(Passed July 7, 1888.) 


. 
' ¥Y VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
| State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
| missioners do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It is hereby made the duty of all 
| petsons owning property fronting on streets 
andfalleys within the corporate limits of the 
town of Reno, through which the sewer sys- 
tem of said town has been, or may hereafter 
be completed, to properly connect the waste 
and soil pipes of their respective premises 
with said sewer system, so as to . 
and effectually drain their said prem- 
ises, and all such comnections shall 
be made with iron or vitrified earthen 
pipe; and if any property-owner. shall 
fail, refuse or negiect to make proper 
connection with said sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of thirty days after 
the completion of said sewer system to or 
past his or her premises, the Board ot County 
Commissioners shall cause written notice to 
be served upon all such property-owners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such connections to be 
made; and if the person or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or neglect to connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of ten days after ser- 
vice of such notice, all vaults, sinks and 
cesspools upon such premises shall be 
med a publie nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
Washoe county shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Commissiouers, to summarily remove 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien 
upon the premises affected thereby. After 
removing the nuisance, as herein directed, 
the Sheriff shall make anitemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same 
to the District Attorney, who shall imme- 
diately commence an action, in the name of 
the County Commissioners, against the 
owner or owners of the premises for the col- 
lection of the same 
Section 2. When any sink, vault or cess- 
pool has been removed by order of the Com- 
missioners, as provided in Section 1 of this 
ordinance, the owner, or any person in — 
session of any such premises, who shall 
thereafter crect, maintain or suffer to exist 
upon such premises any vault, sink or cess- 
pool, shall be deemed guilty of maiutaining 
a nuisance, and upon conviction thereof be- 
fore any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be fined in any sum not less than §25, 
nor more than $100, or be imprisoned in 
the County Jail not to exceed 25 days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.

The Valuable Suggestions of the 
senator from Nevada. 

Senator Stewart has recently been 
interviewed by a reporter of the Wash- 
ington Sunday Gazette, who was 
prompted to do so by the fact that the 
papers reported him as having stated 
in the Senate that war between the 
United States and Great Britain and 
Canada must necessarily grow out of 
the relations existing between the 


state | United States and Canada unless a 


settlement can be effected annexing 
the British possessions of North Amer- 
ica. He was asked to give his opin- 
ons on the subject and replied as fol- 
lows: 

hat is my view of the question, | 
am aware that every sentiment of hu- 
manity, justice and common sense is 

to war and always has been; 
but the history of nations shows that, 
as a rule, each generation engages in 
war. The war of the revolution com- 
menced in 1776 and ended in 1784. 
The last war with Great Britain com- 
menced in 1812 and ended in 1815. 
The Mexican war commenced in 1845 
and ended in 1848. The war of the 
rebellion commenced in 1861 and 
ended in 1800. The memory of the 
horrors of the last war are fast being 
obliterated. The splendid records 
made by the heroes engaged in that 
great struggle grow brighter with the 
advance of time, and a desire to emu- 
late their example pervades the youth 
of the land. The present generation, 
too young to realize the destruc- 
tion and misery of the war of the re- 
bellion, inherit the martial spirit in- 
spired by the greatest war of modern 
times, and will be quick to resent in- 
sults to the flag of the Union offered 
by the Nation with which we have 
twice fought and which has been our 
enemy for a hundred years ”’ 

“What, in your opinion, would be 
the result of a war between the United 
States and Great Britain and Canada? 

Nothing could be more disastrous 
to the English speaking-race than 
such a war.

CAVALRY HORSES. 


Nerthern Nevada and Eastern Or- 
Son Producing the Best. 

During the Indian troubles of 1875 
and 1876 in the Northwest and Texas 
it was found that native bred borses, 
though a trifle under the regulation 
size, were much better adapted to 
rough cavalry service than Eastern 
horses. 

The commander of the Indian Di- 


vision communicated this fact to the 
department at Washington, and it 
was decided to supply the army of the 
West with these horses. uarter- 
masters were directed to specify to this 
effect in advertising for horses. For a 
couple of years past the horses for 
both the cavalry and artillery service 
of the Western division have been 
purchased on this coast, and there is 
no likelihood of this practice being 
discontinued in the future. Lower 
Oregon and Upper Nevada are now 
breeding the best army horses on the 
coast. The ranges in these regions 
are rocky and hilly, and the horses 
are therefore provided with hard 
hoofs, muscular limbs anda fine de- 
velopment of chest and body. They 
are considered far superior to the Kan- 
sas horses. The stock-raisers breed 
them especially for the purpose of 
selling them to the Government.

A Description of the Congo District by a 
ar (, Returned Traveler. 


A Frenchman named Lacien Fame 
lort, who has traveled thirteen years in 
Africa collecting natural history objects 
for a firm in Paris, lately arrived in Mon- 
treal. Speaking of the Congo district he 
said: - 

The Congo district is a tract of land 
more than one million five hundred thou- 
rand square milesin extent, divided into 
three parta, the Portuguese, French and 
Freesections, of which the last named is 
by far the most extensive. The French 
portion is on the north side of the river, 


-the Portuguese on the south side, and a 


narrow strip on both sides of it belongs 
to the Free State. 

“Only the. portion of the Congo from 
the ocean to Stanley Pool is navigable. 
From Managanga to Ubaji, there are 
mauy rapids and falls, making navigation 
impossible. 2 

“Stanley, on his first voyage in 1872, 
formed the Free State al; the Congo, 
which now stands under the protectorate 
of Belgium. —
